Pippin For Peaches

the Covina Union high school, the new 
auto-truck just received from the fac- 
tory for the purpose of transporting 
out-of-town scholars, is a "pippin." 


The truck is designed to carry twen- 


ty-seven adults, or thirty-two smaller 
children, and has five seats besides 
the driver's box. It is a two-ton truck 
and the body was especially design- 
ed for this particular school work, un- 
der the supervision of the school board 
of trustees and Professor Morgan. 


Across each side the name of the 


school Is emblazoned in brilliant let- 
tering.

school pennants, and when seen trund- 
ling over the boulevard, will be a

At five o'clock on 
Monday 
night, I 


he Pacific Manufacturing Company 
f Los Angeles laid the last casing 
n the concrete tube constructed for 
lie Covina Irrigating Company at the 
Baldwin Park pumping plant, finish- 
ng the caisson at the depth of 92 
eet. This caisson is eight feet in diam- 
ter, and is the largest deep-well con- 
truction of its kind in Southern Cal- 
fornia. The well will be driven over 
00 feet down from the bottom of the 
caisson. 


This work is the carrying out of the 


original scheme at the plant, which 
alls for two units with separate ma- 
chinery. 
Although the plant will op- 


erate practically as one unit, it is so 
constructed that one-half may be shut 
down at any one time, or both worked 
together. The first unit has been in 
operation for about a year, and has 
jeen pumping 300 California miner's 
nches. Since last May the first unit 
has been pumping practically steadily, 
and during the months of August and 
September, has been the main supply 
of the groves supplied by the Covina 
Irrigating Company, as 
the 
gravity 


water from the San Gabriel cajiyon 
has been reduced to a minimum, as 
is the case nearly every year. 
An 


added supply is received from the 
Lordsburg plant of the company. 


Since the company succeeded in cor 


reeling some difficulties met with ir 
the construction of the great water 
bore that leads from the plant foi 
four miles across the valley to the bi 
reservoir on San Bernardino road 
the plant has been working steadily 
and successfully. 
The Byron Jack 


son turbine pump in the well of uni 
No. 1 has been doing good work, wit! 
the exception of some minor troubles 
at first, caused by the method of oi

The steady flow of 300 miner's inch 


es has been pumped into the reservoii 
at the plant, which holds 1.500,000 gal- 
lons, and has again been lifted by the 
booster engines and pump, from the 
reservoir into the pipe-line and along 
San Bernardino road to the three-acre 
reservior on the heights. With the ex- 
ception of when the pump was first 
started, when it lowered the well two 
feet, the water-stand has 
been the 


same all through the summer. Al- 
though 300 inches has been the steady 
flow, no impression was made on the 
supply from the subterranean water 
channels. The water, after it enters 
the big pipe-line, does not all reach 
:he big reservoir four miles distant. 
It is diverted into laterals at Lark El- 
ien street, Azusa avenue, and Hollen- 
beck street, and flows south to be 
used by stock-holders in that terri-

rooms of the plant, and about 150 feet 
from the first well. The caisson Is 
of reinforced concrete.

rods 


about a foot apart are imbedded in the 
circular tube. ' 


This enormous bore is a fascinating 


thing to gaze into. If the great cais 
son had been built above the ground 
it would tower above everything in 
the 
valley, and is larger than any 


stand-pipe in this part of the state, 
The depth reached by the caisson is 
that of the water-level. When the 


low of water began to come in, the 
Concrete work was discontinued, and 
he well will be drilled from that 
point. 


The machinery to be installed Is a 


Byron 
Jackson 
centrifugal 
pump, 


vhich is different from the pump in 
.he other well. The pump in the flrst 
mit is a Byron Jackson turbine. It 
s said that the centrifugal has some 
idvantages over the turbine, as the 
nimp will be Installed in the caisson, 
where is can be reached at any time 
jy descending into the bore, while the 
iiirbine, although a satisfactory water- 
lifter, sometimes handicaps the plant 
if it should happen to get out of or- 
der, as it Is then necessary to pull tho 
pump out of the surface in order to 
repair it. The turbine at this plant 
has never given any trouble worth 
mentioning, however. 


The Nordberg engine, which is a 


part of the second unit, was installed 
at the time the first unit was put in. 
The addition of one more boiler will 
be made, making a battery of four 
oil-fed steam generators, with which 
the plant will then be complete for 
the pumping of a minimum of 600 
inches. The present plant in sending 
a steady flow of 2,700 gallons of 300 
inches through the pipe-line, and En- 
gineer F. D. Phileo has gauged his 
booster plant and engine with that of 
the lifting machinery so that the pump 
that is taking water out of the reser- 
voir is working- at exactly the same 
rate as the one that is lifting from the 
well. The reservoir remains all the 
time at a point about half full. The 
water is crystal clear. 


WILL SUPPLY 1200 INCHES. 


Pumping night and day, as is the in- 


jteotion yflien ;the .water is low. in the 
river, the two unitsi will supply "a 
steady flow of 600 inches, and the 
same amount will be pumped dpring 
Llie night. As it is a fact that very 
little irrigating Is now done during 
the night, this means that there will 
be 1200 inches ready for a steady 
flow from the big reservoir during the 
day. 
At the present rate of using 


the water the company officials be- 
lieve that the flow from this one plant 
alone is sufficient to irrigate all the 
orchards 
owned by the 
company's 


stockholders, with quite a little to 
spare. The pump will not run during 
those months when the water from the 
canyon is coming down plentifully. At 
the present time, while only one unit 
is in operation, there are 800,000 gal- 
lons of water In the pipe-line along 
its full length. This will be doubled 
when the second unit is in operation. 


The question was asked at the plant 


this week as to how the stockholders 
of the Covina 
Irrigation 
Company 


successfully irrigated their groves dur- 
ing the dry months before the plant 
was installed, as all this water now 
being pumped is used at present on 
tho ranches. 
But the 
new 
supply 


means just the difference 
between 


having just enough water to get safe- 
ly through the dry months, and hav- 
ing plenty to keep the water con- 
tent of the ground up to the heighth 
of growing efficiency. 


A. new five-room bungalow is being 


built on the company's property at 
the new plant for use of the engineer,

\ipp~er San Gabriel valley, was a mat- 
ter of more than local discussion last 
spring, but G. T. Brown of Irwindale 
states that no further action has been 
taken since the ranchers in meetings 
at Covina finally decided not to form 
a district of this kind. Mr. Brown be- 
lieves still that this was a mistake 
not to have taken the storm-water 
under serious consideration. The fall 
of the land is sharp from San Dimas 
down across the valley toward the 
San Gabriel river, and the ranchers 
all along the line of the boulevard 
from Cienega street to San Dimas 
have been installing retaining walls 
to divert, the water into the road. The 
result will be to throw all this water 
into the lower valley, and in follow- 
ing the line of least resistance, the 
water will come down in greater vol- 
ume than ever over the San Bernar- 
dino road and Cypress avenue. While 
many in Covina and Irwindale dis- 
tricts have built retaining walls, Mr. 
Brown is of the opinion that these will 
prove to be inadequate before the in- 
creased volume of water which will 
be precipitated down upon the boule- 
vards during heavy storms.

These rootlets are much more delicate in construction than the fibrous roots the 
feeders to the orange and lemon trees, and if this lime is favorable to their growth, how much more then 
to the citrus feeders, in not only absorbing plant food, 
but their development for greater capacity by in-

New Fumigation to 


Reduce Cost Is Claim 


Fruit Fly Menace 


Subject of Report 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12. The Med- 


A new method and apparatus for 


fumigation of citrus fruit trees with 
hydrocyanic acid gas, which is be- 
lieved will supplant the system now in 
use, and will be the means of saving 
California 
citrus 
growers 
in 
the 


neighborhood of $500,000 annually, has 
been patented by W. S. Eisenburg, a 
chemist; Prof. H. E. Fosdlck, former- 
ly of the University of California, and 
F. M. Duncan, and has been success- 
fully tried on trees in Altadena. 


California, the inventors claim, has 


1."0,000 citrus fruit trees, one-third of 
which are fumigated every year to rid 
them of red and black scale which in- 
fests bark and foliage, preventing the 
trees' growth. The present method if 
fumigation is to generate hydrocyanic 
arid gas, the 
most 
deadly 
poison 


known to science, but the action of 
sulphuric acid on cyanide of potas- 
sium, itself 
a 
fatal 
poison. 
Both 


chemicals in addition to being poison 
are expensive and difficult to handle 
and require heavy apparatus in the 
generative process. 
The 
mixture of 


the two chemicals in the old method 
must be exact, say the inventors of 
the new process, or the gas which is 
freed from under a tent spread over 
the tree will .be too strong and will 
burn the foliage. 


The new method of the inventors 


does away with the sulphuric acid and 
cyanide and substitutes in their place 
uie harmless chemicals, acetylene and 
nitrogen gas. The acetylene is gen- 
erated by the action of water on car- 
bide in one tank and the- nitrogen is 
stored in another tank. 
Adjacent to 


these are two auxiliary reservoirs in 
which the gases in exact proportions 
sufficient to fumigate tho tree with- 
out burning, are claimed to be great 
improvements. When the gases are re- 
leased from the reservoirs they enter

mined efforts made by Californians 
to check its entrance into the United 
States, is the subject of an elaborate 
report just issued by the Department 
of Agriculture. 


The report says that the entrance 


of the fly would practically end the 
fruit industry in the west and south. 


"There can be no question," says 


the report, "that the Mediterranean 
fruit fly is a most serious drawback 
to the successful cultivation of fruit 
in the country where it is established. 
Indeed, the cultivation of fruits is 
scarely possible in the worst infested 
regions. 


"The fruit growing industry of Ber- 


muda was practically destoyed many 
years ago by the introduction of the 
Insect into that island. 
Its introduc- 


tion into the United States, in all 
probability, will be a calamity to the 
orchard interests of our moist South- 
ern States and of California, in which 
regions it would flnd conditions very 
similar to those in countries where It 
now exists, in most destructive num- 
bers." 


The insect first came into promin- 


ence in 1829, when whole cargoes of 
oranges shipped from the Azores to 
the London markets were found to 
be infested, and did not bring the 
value of the freight charges. Peaches, 
apricots, flgs, lemons, pears, quinces, 
plums, nectarines, guavas, apples, cit- 
rons, mangoes, pumpkins, bananas, to- 
matoes, pineapples, and persimmons 
have suffered from the scourge, and 
once established, hardly any variety 
is immune. 


The report says that the worst in- 


fected portion of the Hawaiian islands 
is the residence section of Honolulu, 
and it Is from this spot that the great- 
est danger in California threatens. 


The department admits that no ef- 


fective means of controlling the pest 
has been found and suggests that all 
possible measures be taken to prevent 
Its introduction Into this country. The 
energetic measures taken by the Cal- 
ifornia and Hawaiian authorities arc 
warmly commended in the report.

SHALL WE BUY WATER THAT MAY BE 


WITHDRAWN AT SOME FUTURE TIME? 


The Los Angeles Times is pointing 


out the enormous expense of the Gra- 
ham distributing plan for the Owens 
river wafer, and it also shows that 
the ranchers may lose this water at 
any time the city sees fit to with- 
draw it. Whether this can be done 
under contract is a matter that is now 
troubling the city of Los Angeles. It 
says: 


A Christmas present to city tax- 


payers consisting 
of an addition to 


their burden ' of 
taxation of

000,000, which 
engineering 
experts 


have pronounced unnecesary, 
was 


foreshadowed yesterday at the meet- 
ing of the public service commission 
with the announcement that the new 
year will be ushered in with a bond 
issue of about $8,400,000 to finance 
the Graham plan for the distribution 
of the aqueduct surplus, approved at 
the recent election. 
Arrangements 


are to be made to secure money on 
the city's credit to begin the work 
within a few weeks. 


Practically all of the surveys for 


this expensive system, which calls for 
sin expenditure of more that $2,000,- 
000 increase over the distribution plan 
proposed originally by a board of emi- 
nent consulting engineers, were made 
before the plan was voted upon at the 
election last Tuesday. 
The original 


plan called for a total cost of $6.750,- 
000, 
including the' Chatsworth and 


San Fernando reservoirs, to serve au 
area of 135,000 acres, an outlay which 
would be spread, it was estimated, 
over a number of years. The estimat- 
ed cost of the Graham plan does not 
include reservoirs, and it is seriously 
doubted if the system can be built 
for $8,400,000, inasmuch as it 
pro- 


poses to cover an area almost twice 
as large as that contemplated in the 
original plan. The big line to San 
Dimas will take at least $5,250,000. 


But whatever the cost, the taxpayers 
of the city will have to stand it. 


The frankly-expressed intention of 


the board is to spread the system 
over a much larger area than the wa- 
ter capacity of the aqueduct will sup- 
ply, 
and to sell only to the highest 


bidders. 
Little or nothing has been 


said of the pledge given to the Fed- 
eral government by 
representatives 


of Los Angeles that the aqueduct is 
being built as a public necessity and 
not as a commercial speculation by the 
city. 


There is also a serious question as 


to whether the city, sifter supplying 
water to consumers throughout the 
county, has a legal right to with- 
draw the supply even for its own use, 
despite express contracts to that ef- 
fect. It is pointed out that such a 
clause in the contracts might seriously 
affect the market for the water, may 
lead to long-drawn-out, costly, litiga- 
tion, and engender sectional feeling 
between city and county. Forseeing 
this, the city council of Pasadena, in 
making 
a proposition 
recently 
to 


purchase 
aqueduct 
water, 
stated: 


"Any 
contract entered into between 


the two cities for water, or rights to 
water, shall be, in effect, the delivery 
of water in perpetuity." The present 
plan provides that the city can with 
draw water from its customers upon 
a three-year notice. 


Opponents of the Graham system 


point out still further that, under it, 
all of the water which goes to the 
San Gabriel valley will be lost to the 
city, while under the original 
plan 


devised, it was calculated that 
the 


seepage from the San Fernando val- 
ley, amounting to 4000 miner's inches, 
would be taken up in catch basins 
below the city and used a second time 
for irrigating the territory between 
Los Angeles and the sea.

41st State Fruit Growers' Convention 
held at Santa Barbara, by Dr. Hopkins 
of Illinois, on Ground Limestone: 


"Occasionally 
ono says 
he would 


rather use burned lime because it is 
more readily available. 
It is less read- 


ily available. 
The ground lime is al- 


ready in the available form. 
Further- 


more, there is no difficulty whatever 
regarding the availability of ground 
limestone. 
It is too available." He 


then proceeds to give cases at Roth- 
amstead, etc., how readily the lime is 
leaching out of the soil.. He further 
says: 


"Some people say that if you are 


going to use limestone it must be 
very finely ground—men who reason 
from just some theoretical standpoint. 
They do not have 
a 
true 
theory, 


because true theories, of course, are 
based on all facts; but based on a 
part of the information that exists, 
they make the statement that lime- 
stone should be ground so it would 
pass through a sieve with a hundred 
meshes to the linear inch. 
I have 


used twenty-three 
carloads of 
lime- 


stone on my farm, and I would pay 
more for 
limestone ground to pass 


through a quarter-inch mesh 
screen 


than I would to pass through a hun- 
dred 
mesh screen. 
Why? 
Because 


durability is the 
great 
problem. If 


limestone 
is ground so it will pass 


through a ten-mesh screen, it is abund- 
antly fine; but I shall not be surpris- 
ed, when the information is all in, if 
it will be seen that a 
quarter-mesh 


screen will be sufficient." 


The coarser, the cheaper, and the 


extra expense in grinding finer can be 
In the coarser material that costs prac- 
tically nothing. 


When it is all very fine it all prac- 


tically dissolves at the same time and 
begins to all wash out.
